Paterson, N. J., June IS—This city w as 
in the hands of a mob today, and as a 
result of the riots a num ber of per­ 
sons were shot and two a t least will 
die. 
The police were so few in num ber th a t 
they cotild m ake little headw ay against 
the mob. 
Mills were wrecked with stones and 
bullets by the strikin,!; silk dyers, help­ 
ers or rough? acting for them, and 
there were th reats to resort to the 
torch, but so fa r the mayor hesitates 
about asking 
Ciovernor 
M urphy 
for 
troops. 
There seem.s to be every indication 
th a t the riot was the result of a pre­ 
arranged plan to involve the would-be 
peaceful eleinent in the aff.iir from the 
start. Among" the leaders of the trou­ 
ble was a man nam ed McQueen and 
another named (^alleano, the form er an 
Knglishm an and the latter an Italian. 
Others, ngentr, of anarchist circles, have 
also been quietly fanning the flames. 
This m orning C hairm an M cGrath, uho 
has held the strikers in leash since 
he obtained control on the second day 
of the strike, was on h-ind and pre­ 
sided. He spoke, so did McQueen and 
Galleano, and the latter worked his 
countrym en info a frenzy. 
Then McQueen leaped into control of 
the meeting. He called for a vote on 
the question of calling for a general 
strike of all branches of the silk trade. 
All voted in favor, and a com m ittee 
w as appointed to consider m eans for 
bringing the silk w orkers out. 
Galleano was one of this committed. 
It gathered am ong a babel of tongues 
and a scene of confusion. Five m in­ 
utes later Galleano emerged from the 
group shouting som ething In Italian. 
Instantly a mob had formed about him. 
Into it rushed the Italians, and then 
the other foreigners, and a m om ent 
l a t ^ the mob, led by Galleano, sw ept 
down Belmont avenue. 
A quarter of a mile down Belmont 
avenue star/ds the Columbia mill, a silk 
ribbon factory. The doors had • been 
locked when the mob appeared, b u t they 
were forced open, and with the crash of 
the doors cam e a volley of stones which 
riddled the windows in the front of the 
building. 
President G rossgebaur telephoned for 
the police. Stones rained- into tlie o£- 
flce and flew about his head. Tw enty 
young women on the first floor stood 
a t bay, and threatened tp flght, and 
the w eavers on the second floor ran 
down to .their aid, but all were forced 
out of the mill. 
The m em bers then swept on down 
Belm ont avenue. Several mem bers of 
the Group of Existence, Bres(:l’,s old 
comrades, w ith Galleano a t their head, 
were In the lead. A half mile m arch 
brought them to the Cedar Cliff mill, 
w'here they stayed until all the opera­ 
tives were out. 
J u st beyond the Cedar Cliff Is the 
R ynew arner mlU. The doors were burst 
open there, and the m en and girls were 
found ready to go out. The mill was clos­ 
ed. The next place visited was a cotton 
braid factory. It seemed to m ake no 
difference to the mob w hether It was 
in any way connected w ith the silk 
trad e or not. The women became hys­ 
terical as the howling rioters climbed 
In windows and b u rst In the doors. Mr, 
R einhart, the owner, ordered his em ­ 
ployes to 'q u lt for the day. 
The mob rushed through the cotton 
works and did- much damage, and then 
poured on dow'n the street to Han­ 
ford Brd's. m ill In Cliff street. .Here 
four policemen faced the, mob for five 
minutes, telling them that, the employes 
had gone out by the rear doors and the 
works'were'closed down,", but they were 
unaj>le-to'prevent aejrious damage being 
done to the property, and were them- 


selves m uch beaten. 
A sign “Dyer's 
helpers w anted,” displayed a t the mill 
entrance particularly enraged the riot­ 
ers. 
A section of the mob m ade for the 
Bam ford home close by. 
The 
police 
sought to head them off and did so, but 
a shot was fired and a bullet went 
through 
Patrolm an 
Robinson’s 
right 
arm . It staggered him, and as he was 
regaining his feet a jagged stone hit 
him on the head, laying open the scalp. 
Supported by comrades. Robinson was 
taken to the Bam ford home. The re­ 
m aining three policemen drove back the 
mob from the house, and the attack 
on the mill was renewed. The young 
women in the mill tried to get out and 
were driven back, but escaped later by 
the rear. 
M artha Huy.=er was struck by a stone 
and one of her arm s badly hurt. 
A re­ 
porter w'ho v a s in the mill w as hit on 
the head with a utone and his scalp laid 
open. The mob swarm ed into tn.r mill, 
and it would have bceA rrrecked inside 
as well es outside bad not a patrol 
wagon loaded w ith policemen charged 
through the mob in Cliff street. 
Stones 
rained down on the wagon, and none 
of the policemen escaped. Patrolm an 
Irving Po.«t saw a man hurl a rock and 
fired, the bullet striking the rioter in 
the neck. Before the officers could get 
to the m an he w'as hauled into the mob 
and 
hurried 
away. 
W ith 
revolvers 
draw n, the officers quickly deployed and 
the mob fell back. A block aw ay Gal­ 
leano again appeared and led the mob 
through Temple street to Pelgram and 
M yers’ mill, where the em ployers were 
compelled to come out. , 
Flushed w ith success the mob pushed 
across the M ain street bridge to the 
New Jersey Silk com pany’s istablish- 
m ent, where the employes were Iriven 
out. A t Levy's mill. River and Bridge 
streets, the m anager m et the mob at 
the door and assured the leaders th at 
the employes were prepared to leave. 
W hen the mill was .em ptied the strik ­ 
ers moved on, passing through River 
street to the Laurel, the Em pire mills, 
where only two patrolm en were on duty 
and were powerless against the mob. 
The m anagers of the three mlUs had 
determ ined to em pty their mills, and 
two of them did so. b u t the .Augusta 
mill was still full, although sh u t down. 
The mob found this out a n d .b u rst in. 
They found them selves face to face w ith 
the TV’omen of the mill, led By M rs. 
P arker, 
determ ined 
to 
stand 
their 
ground. The women were th ru st aside 
and driven out of the mill w ith the 
foulest abuse. 
The H all mill, w'hlch shelters four 
silk w orking firm s, w as the n ex t point 


of attack. A single policeman guarded 
the m ain entrance. He was ordered to 
stand aside and on refusing he was a t­ 
tacked. 
He drew his revolver and be­ 
gan to fire. 
Lora Sal vino, an Italian, 
24 years old, who lives and w orks in 
H ackensack, received the first bullet, 
which penetrated both lungs. The mob 
drew back and the policeman regained 
his position in the doorway. 
Several 
shots were fired at him, but none took 
effect. 
He replied, firing directly into 
the 
crowd, 
until 
his 
weapon 
was 
emptied, when 
five more 
uniformed 
men and one in plain clothes cam e on 
a run through Fulton street. 
The mob 
kept 
on 
firing, 
and 
the 
policeman 
charged, firing, when the strikers broke 
and ran. 
Spectators say that fully 100 
shots were hred. 
Salvlno was left be­ 
hind and was taken to the hospital. 
One hundred and fifty hats were picked 
up in the street afterw ard, which were 
lost in the wild scram ble to get away. 
It was 
about this time 
th at Mayor 
Hinchcliffe called on the firem en for 
aid. Men were detailed from each com­ 
pany, and arm ed, and during the a fte r­ 
noon rendered efficient service. 
The shooting seemed to scatter the 
rioters, but it w as not long before a 
dense mob had formed again, this time 
about the Gaede mil! on North Straight 
street, where there was a crowd of 2,000. 
H alf of them were rioters and the rest 
onlookers. 
The mill w as bombarded, 
and before the mob stopped there was 
not a whole window In the building. 
H arry 
H arris, 
a 
reporter on 
the 
M orning Call, w as ^t this point. 
He 
was arm ed w ith a revolver and had a 
cam era w ith which he attem pted to 
take pictures, standing on a stoop a 
short distance down the street. 
His 
act of training the cam era w as seen 
and he w as w arned to desist. 
A mo­ 
m ent later a rain of stones fell about 
him and he w as knocked down. 
Ah 
he fell men rushed on him and he w h s 
kicked and beaten. 
He drew his re­ 
volver and tried, to use it. but it w.ns 
kicked from his iiand. A m an grabbed 
it and tired a t H arris, the bullet en ter­ 
ing his chest. 
He has a slight chance 
of recovery. By this tim e the mill was 
em ptied of operatives and this p racti­ 
cally ended the rioting f o r . the day, 
afte r all the m ills had closed down. 
D uring the' day from tim e to time 
wounded men had been carried to the 
hospitals. 
Besides those whose nam es 
can be given it is certain some of them 
were hurt. 
This afternoon the anarchists, who 
seemed to be in command, were openly

PANAMA CANAL PÄOJECT

isthmian canal question increases aa 
the time for a final vote in the senate 
approaches. Tomorrow a*- 2 o’clock the 
voting on the amendments to the pend­ 
ing Nicaragua canal bill will begin,, and 
a final disposition of the matter is ex; 
pected to be reached sdon afte5waj;d. 
The senate today. deVoted'pi'a.otically 
its entire session to consideration of the 
c a n a l question. E?:.tended speeches were 
delivered by Mr. Spooner pi W isconsin 
and Mr. Hanna, of Ohio in .advocacy of 
the adoption of the Panama rowte, .and 
Mr Pettus o f , Alabama advocated, the 
selection of the Nicaragua route.... Mr. 
Teller, of Colorado briefly announced hla 
support of the Panama project arid-Mr.’ 


Jones of Arkansas indicated his lean­ 
ings toward the same route. 
Little that Is new to the discussion 
was developed by any of the speakers. 
Mr. Teller maintained that practically 
there w as no autiiority for, the building 
of a caiial by either the Nicaragua or 
Panam a routes. If the Niclu-agua route 
should be detiermined on 
the Tfnlted 
States would have to negotiate with 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica and If the 
Panama route should hie adopted our 
task with - fcolpmbla wot^d be easier. 
He did not tliink. that the American 
people had selected any par^cular route. 
They .were in favor of-the best canal. 
He believed that the-advantages' of the 
ian am a- routed were-'tnore-considerable 
than: tti6„ hithmian: canall,.commission 


had reported. He believed the Panam a 
route was the best route proposed and 
that the N icaragua route -»vas inferior. 
He believed It would cost more than 
$200,000,000 to build a canal by either 
route. He w as not particularly in fa v ir 
of any canal, but he suggested th at no 
great proportion of the shipping of the 
world, if both canals were constructed, 
would pass through the N icaragua—the 
longer—canal. 
He announced th at he 
would vote for the Spooner am endm ent. 
Mr. H anna, In his closing argum ent 
In support of the adoption of the P a n a ­ 
m a route, said the mem bers of the 
isthm ian canal commi-'sion had beeti 
appointed because of their ability, in­ 
tegrity and engineering skill and he 
presented answ ers to questions he had 
propounded to them, the answ ers being 
particularly in favor of the Panam a 
route. 
He m aintained th a t both the Panam a 
and N icaragua routes were 
perfectly 
feasible and practical, but said the pre­ 
ponderance of the evidence in hand was 
In favor of Panam a. 
Mr. H anna expressed the belief th at 
sailing vessels would not use any canal 
th a t m ight be constructed on account 
of the heavy price of towing, but said 
if a sailing vessel did use a canal it 
would prefer the Panam a 
canal, be­ 
cause it w as so much shorter than the 
N icaragua rnutp. 
Mr. H anna, in answ er to some arg u ­ 
m ents of Mr. M organ proceeded to state 
w'hat he knew personally of the attitude 
of the late President McKinley. Mr. Mc­ 
K inley had favored an isthm ian canal 
project by the N icaragua route because 
at th at time no other route w as then 
practicable. 
H e quoted Mr. McKinley 
as saying to him : 
"W e m ust not go so fast in this canal 
question now. 
W e do not know and 
cannot tell w hat route will be selected.” 
Mr. H anna said Mr. M cKinley keenly 
appreciated the responsibilities of his 
selection of a canal commission and 
had .said to him. ju st before the P hila­ 
delphia convention:

W ashington, Ju n e 16.—T he house 
today tran sacted som e m iscellaneous 
business under suspension of the rules. 


It included the adoption of a reso­ 
lution appropriating $25,000 for the 
p reparation of plans for a m em orial in 
this city to A braham Lincoln, $100,000 
tow ards th e erection of a m onum ent to 
the prison ship m arty rs who died off 
Brooklyn as a resu lt of th e cruelties 
to w hich they w ere subjected by the 
B ritish during the revolutionary w ar, 
and $10,000 for the erection of a monu­ 
m ent a t F redericksburg, Va., to the 
m em ory of G eneral H ugh M ercer, who 
w as killed during th e revolutionary 
w ar. 
The resolution adopted today 
w as to carry out an authorization m ade 
for th is purpose in 1777 by the conti­ 
nental congress. 


Two bills w ere passed to am end the 
general pension law s, one to provide 
for th e resto ratio n to the pension rolls 
of th e widows of soldiers who subse­ 
quently m arried and w ere again w id­ 
owed, and one to increase the pension 
of those who have lost a lim b o r w ere 
totally disabled w hile in th e m ilitary 
or naval service.

L E G ISL A T IO N EO R CUBA 


IS NOT PRO BABLE NOW. 


By Associated Pres.'. 


W ashington, June 17.—Interest in the 
question of Cuban reciprocity wan cen­ 
tered today in the conference of Re­ 
publican senators to be held tomorrow 
night a t the request of the Republican 
m embers of the com m ittee on Cuban 
relations. 
The beet sugar men have 
been so much encouraged 
by 
recent 
events that m any of them declare th at 
the conference decision will be adverse 
to any legislation w hatever in the in­ 
terest of Cuba. They claim that 20 R e­ 
publicans will oppose any effort at leg­ 
islation on the floor of the house and 
they assert that there are m any others 
of their colleagues who are in sym pathy 
w ith them and also express themselves 
in the privacy of conference tomorrow. 


The friends of the m easure, however, 
say there can be no doubt that the con­ 
ference will pronounce for the Spooner 
bill and that it will be reported to the 
senate by the com m ittee having it in 
charge. There w as some renewal today 
of the talk of a treaty with Cuba and 
it was stated that it would probably be 
sent to the senate before adjournm ent. 
It is probable, therefore, that at tom or­ 
row 's conference the beet sugar Repub­ 
licans will be asked w hether they would 
support a treaty on the lines of the 
Spooner bill. 


The Impression is strong th at legisla­ 
tion either in the form of an act or a 
treaty is quite out of the question for 
this session. 
Some of the reciprocity 
leaders freely adm it this, and while 
others more hopeful do not go so far* 
even they adm it th at the chances are 
doubtful.

The F lem ish landscapes of old are 
n o t m ore charm ing for th eir hom ely 
sim plicity and repose th an th e coun­ 
try w hich they represent. 
Along the 
M aas river, on the way to R otterdam , 
th a t m etropolis th a t stands am ong the 
four or five g reatest shipping ports 
of the w orld, the scenery is a dream 
of re st and quietude. 
Especially is 
th is tru e w hen the day is near its close 
and labor has ceased. 
Then the good- 
natured 
D utch are w alking quietly 
along the riv er road or enjoying the 
tw ilight hours in fro n t of their hum ble 
cottages. 
One does not w onder at the 
rosy faces of the girls and the braw ny 
arm s of the m en w hen he breathes the 
cool, invigorating a ir th a t has served 
as th eir w ine so long. 
D arkness does 
n o t come till 9:30 in sum m er, and 
th ere is no b etter tim e to study Dutch 
scenery than during these long even­ 
ing hours w hen the atm osphere lends 
a delicious softness to the landscape 
and the people seem in perfect h a r­ 
m ony w ith th eir surroundings. 


T h e quiet vigor th a t characterizes 
th e Dutch is even reflected in the land­ 
scape. 
The low-lying fields and pas­ 
tu re lands on either side of the quiet- 


As to the women who preside over 
these vegetable and fruit carts, they 
are of the true Dutch-peasant. type, 
alm ost as broad as they are high, with 
brown bare arm s and ruddy faces. 
All 
w ear brass hair ornam ents about, the 
tem ples and go about in their heavy 
wooden shoes which can be easily 
seen below a dress that would be con ­ 
sidered short by m ost American ¡vomi'n 


How ever, these peasant women form 
but a sm all part of the population in 
such cities as R otterdam . 
The m er­ 
chants and professional men are very 
intelligent and the women of the city 
handsom e. 
The girls, with Incir lignt 
auburn hair, rosy faces and m odest 
blue eyes, are periert pictures. 
Black 
is the prevailing color of dress in the 
cities and w ith a w hite apron, presents 
a:n 
appearance of neatness th a t is 
charm ing. 
Indeed, the first ch aracter­ 
istics of the Dutch that one notices 
is 
th eir 
scrupulous 
neatness. 
The 
hum blest cottages arc scrubbed inside, 
and out alm ost every day and all brass 
nobs and door plates are 
kept 
as 
bright as a new dollar. 


From R otterdam , it is but half an 
ho u r’s ride to Delft, th a t quiet little 


son, Prince M aurice, heir to the v ir­ 
tues of his father; 
the truly pious and 
prudent hero whom Philip II. of Spain, 
that terro r of Europe, feared but could 
n either subdue nor intim idate, 
but 
killed with gross perfidiousness by the 
hand oi a hired m urderer, the united 
province’s have ordered this to be erect­ 
ed as an eternal m em orial 
ot 
his 
m erits.' 


Near the tom b of W illiam Ihe Silent, 
in the crypt of which 
reposes 
rhe 
ashes of ,'!>i other m em bers of the 
royal family, is a m emorial of Hu?o 
C1 rot ins, the patriot and scholar. 
The 
delegates of the I'nited S tates to the 
international peace conference of The 
Hague, conceived the gravid idea ot 
-com m em orating the one hundred and- 
tw enty-third anniversary of Independ­ 
ence day. July 4. 1899. by doing hom ­ 
age in a striking m anner to the m em ­ 
ory of this man. 


In the presence of a large num ber 
of guests assem bled on th at day in the 
church, together w ith the memfiers 
of the peace com m ission, the chair­ 
man of the United S tates delegation 
said; 
"On this 
tomb. then, before 
which we now stand, the delegates of 


hero w as assassinated July 10, 1584. 
There is a dark corner n ear the steps 
w here it is supposed the assassin was 
concealed. 


The Hague, the royal residence of 
the N etherlands, w ith its a rt galleries, 
parliam ent houses, and the House 
in 
the Woods, w here the peace confer­ 
ence met, is a delightful city, 
in e 
drive to the House in the W oods, pas­ 
sing through picturesque stretches of 
wood, and by one of the finest deer 
parks in the world, is replete w ith 
pleasure. 
Ju st before arriving a t the 
palace, there is a vista of lindens, trim ­ 
med in such a way as to resem ble the 
nave of a 
Gothic 
cathedral. 
The 
■orange Room ' m the House in the 
•W oods, in which the conference m et, 
is elaborately decorated w ith thejflnest 
specim ens of Dutch painting. 


In all of these cities an item -of in­ 
terest to A m ericans is the history of 
som e of the hotels a t which, they 
stay. 
At The H ague, th ere 
is-- one 
called * L e'V ieux D oelen” (the oTd “dool 
house) which dates back to 1382'an d 
at which P eter the G reat a t one tim e 
lodged. 
The Bible hotel a t A m ster­ 
dam is noted as the building in w aich 


m any and stated th a t he. w ished to 
buy a ticket th ere for Italy. 


“W here did you get th at?" asked 
the clerk, exam ining the tick et and 
eyeing the A m erican suspiciously. 


The man explained th at it w as pur­ 
chased for him by the conductor of a 
to u rist party. 


"T hat is not tru e.” snapped 
the 
clerk. "You have got this

crooked w ay.” 


'io he called a liar was of course ex­ 
asperating and the m an from W ash­ 
ington began to explain m atters fur­ 
ther.

A long confab followed during 
which the anger of both parties grew 
ho tter each m om ent and several m ore 
clerks cam e n ear ¡io listen. 
The clerk 
finally threatened to 
confiscate 
the 
ticket and have the A m erican arrested 
on the spot. This w as the “straw th at 
broke the cam el’s.back," and the Yan­ 
kee dared the m an to come from be­ 
hind th e counter. \ 


“If you say an o th er word, I'll kick 
you out th a t fro n t door,” yelled the 
clerk furiously; 
then there w as a 
grand rush and in 
a m om ent the 


m arked: "I suppose you are E nglish?” 


“Yes,” responded one of the A m eri­ 
cans, supposing he had asked if they 
spoke English. 


"Dam n your people,” said the H ol­ 
lander w ith a look of scorn. 


The other A m erican then explained: 
“ We are A m ericans; not English." 


The m an's h at cam e off graciously 
and w ith a polite bow he apologized. 


The w ar in A frica has had the effect 
of intensifying the H ollander's hatred 
for the English. 
T his is seen even in 
the actions of sm all children. 
In the 
tow n of M onnikendam . near A m ster­ 
dam, we w ere followed by a num ber 
of sm all boys who sang for our benefit 
the T ransvaal national hymn.

E ven w ere a person ignorant of the 
f^ot th a t R otterdam is one of the 
g re a te st com m ercial centers of the 
w orld, he would be led to think so on 
approaching the city from the river. A 
fo rest of m asts m ay be seen for sev­ 
era l m iles, and steam ers from every 
p o rt of the globe are m oored a t the

Groot, revered and regarded w ith g rat­ 
itude by thinking men throughout the 
world as G rotius.” 


The tribute is a w reath 28 inches in 
diam eter. 
The oak leaves on one side, 
sym bolical of civic virtue, are of frost­ 
ed silver with acorns in silver gilt; 
on the other, of laurel, sym bolical of 
victory, with berries in silver gilt. The 
stem s a t the base are held together 
by a large ribbon and bow of silver gilt 
and on this the inscription is placed, 
in blue enam el. 
A ttached to this rib­ 
bon and bow and held together by it 
are shields of silver gilt bearing in 
enam el on the right side the arm s of 
the N etherlands and on the left those 
of the I'nited S tates of America.

seeing Europe alone but during the 
sea voyage had joined our party of 
eight. 
The conductor of the party had

P rese n t conditions and indications 
a re favorable to th e continuance

T h ere are elem ents in the 
situ atio n th a t d istinctly im prove the 
outlook. Crop p rospects for 1902 are 
excellent th ro u g h o u t th e country.

C om is in fine shape and if all pro­ 
ceeds well th e crop will go fa r tow ard 
m aking up th e cprn deficit of la st year.

will exceed expenditures by at least 
$70,000,000. 
Our foreign com m erce 
since July 1 last has not been a record- 
breaker, but the trad e balance in our 
favor, nevertheless., will be about $5<>0.- 
000,000. E xports of m inerals and m anu­ 
factures have been well m aintained. 
T he iron b arom eter continues at the 
highest notch, w ith m ore than enough 
orders to keep the m ills busy for the 
next year. R eduction of the 
public 
debt is steady, railw ay profits are un­ 
dim inished, and the volum e of dom es­ 
tic com m erce is enorm ous. 


The insurrection in the P hilippines 
has alm ost disappeared. M oreover, --e 
world a t large prom ises to be unusually 
peaceful during the com ing year. 
In 
South A frica serious hostilities are 
apparently at an end, a fact reflected 
in an advance of m ore than 2 per cent 
in B ritish consols in the last m onth. 
Peace with the B oers will set in mo­ 
tion again the largest productive gold 


m ines, and the repair of the ravages 
of w ar will tend to quicken the tide 
‘of business. It has ju st been stated 
j th at w ithin the last three w eeks $10,- 
: 000,000 in B ritish consols has been 
’bought for A m erican account, an item 
¡show ing confidence in peace prospects 
| as well as an A m erican surplus for 
i investm ent. By the end of a year or 
two the Rand m ines should be adding 
$100.000,000 to the w orld’s yearly out­ 
put of gold, sending up the aggregate 
■ to the highest figures. H ere is a gen-

| perity for a period whose end is not

Vacation Schools for City Children. 


The first vacation school was founded 
In Boston by Miss Very in 1878. 
The 
first vacation schools to become a part 
of a regular school system were founded 
in 1886 by Dr. W illiam Barringer, then 
superintendent of the schools of New­ 
ark. 


The playground movement, like most 
educational 
m ovem ents of the 
past 
century, started in Germany. The first 
directed 
playground in this country 
seems to have been started in Boston 
in ,158?. » This, w as m erely a play-place 
tor small-children, and w as Btarted in 


the yard of the Children's mission on 
Parm eter street. 
During; 
these first 
years of the work a kindergartner 
usually gave her services, or was hired 
for a very small fee, to care for the 
children. 
The entire equipment gener­ 
ally consisted of a load of sand. 
The 
«ourts of the public schools were some­ 
times used, but it was more often a 
vacant lot. 
Since these prim itive be­ 
ginnings ■ there has been great progress 
in every direction. 


For several years the work in New 
York was carried on by the Society 
for Im proving the Condition of the 
Poor. 
During 1X!)7, the society operl 
ated ten vacation schools, 
in 1S98 the 
work was taken up by the board of 
education. Superintendent Stew-art was 
placed in charge. 
This was a very 
liappy selection. Superintendent Stew ­ 
art is a man of progressive ideas and 
great originality. 
The system sprung 
forth and flourished like Jonah's gourd. 
Tw enty-four playgrounds, three recrea­ 
tion piers, twelve public baths, ten v a­

A great deal is being said at this time 
about “trusts," and how to control the 
vast combinations 
of 
capital 
organ­ 
ized to destroy competition. 


Trusts that prevent competition and 
force up prices unnaturally are wrong 
in principle and hurtful to the whole 
people, and the law-makers and execu­ 
tive officers of our government should 
be brave enough to fight 
them 
and 
crush them by making tho law and its 
enforcement such that the participants 
in such unlawful combinations would 
have to cease their operations or go to 
prison. 
Any man who robs or kills 
another, if proven guilty, is. or ought 
to he, punished, and so every man who 
injures his neighbor or neighbors should 
be punished. 


In America there is too much truth in 
the following statement: 


‘‘Two classes study and practice poli­ 
tics and government, viz: 
place-hunt­ 
ers and privilegc-hunters.” 


It has been well said that we must 
’ strive to brine: the size of our mor­ 
ality up to the size of our cities, our 
corporations and combinations, or these 
will be brought down to fit our half­ 
grown virtue. 


“Our statesmen should 
learn, 
and 
learn quickly, that liberty and monop­ 
oly cannot live together." 


These combinations, in my judgment, 
can be reached In many ways if our 
public officials will courageously and 
zealously enforce the laws already on 
our statute books, and in addition to 
this enact such laws aj; will bring about 
proper regulation of such monopolies. 


. and if they cannot be regulated, then 
drive them out of business. 


For instance, it occurs to me that 
certain remedies might be utilized such 
as the following: 
When that 
giant 
monopoly known as the Standard Oil 
company, puts down the price of Its 
product in some particular locality, be­ 
low the price prevailing elsewhere in 
the 
country, 
for the evident purpose 


If some such theory were enacted into 
law and properly enforced, you would 
not find q u i t e so many mills bougnt out 
arid closed up to prevent competition. 


Again, when a railroad, or any other 
common carrier discriminates against 
any individual or sets of individuals, or 
against any community, the interstate 
commission should have power to fix 
such discriminating and low rate as 
the rate for like distances and on like 
goods for all patrons, for some fixed 
period thereafter. 


Again, if any common carrier conveys 
goods from 
the 
city 
of 
Chicago or 
any 01 her eastern point to San Fran­ 
cisco. for less money than such carrier 
will curry goods to the city of Denver 
or otleT intervening points, then let 
the government have power to declare 
that the rate charged tor the goods to 
San Francisco shall become the prevail­ 
ing rate for a tixeri period, for all points 
between the starting and final point of 
delivery, he, huso it' the railroads can 
afford to earrv goods to San Francis­ 
co on such discriminating rate, they 
certainly can carry the-samp goods to 
intervening towns for the same rate, 
and if our common carrier companies 
cannot lie controlled 
by 
some 
such 
methods, then let the government taka 
charge of them and run them in the 
interest of the people and not for the 
benefit of the rebate grafter or favored 
shipper or locality.

“Conscience

cowards 
of us all,” and in 
politics 
ambition 
often makes cowards of us all. 


“Polities is the science 
of 
govern­ 
ment." 
“It includes all questions per­ 
taining to secular affairs." 


Kvery citizen should not only be a 
politician, but he should be well In­ 
formed in the science of government. 


Many look upon politics as only a 
scramble for the spoils, whereas its 
true function is the proper control of 
the machinery of the government, a 
question in which every citizen should 
he deeply interested, not for the pur­ 
pose of getting office, but for the pur­ 
pose of giving ourselves the best ad­ 
ministration under our government. In 
the matter of politics we might divide 
our citizens into three classes: 


First, and highest in the scale, those 
who irtere.'t themselves in public af­ 
fairs as a matter of duty to their coun­ 
try and not for selfish purposes. 


Second, those who seek public posi­ 
tion. 


Third, and lowest in the scale from 
thp standpoint of patriotism or lovp of 
country, those who are too indolent or 
too good to take part in politics. 
In 
my judgment the latter s-hould be dis­ 
franchised. at least for a time suffi­ 
cient to brir.g them to a realization ot 
the precious right which they so often 
disregard and neglect. 


The average politician appears morg 
inspired for plunder than for princi­ 
ples, hence the great necessity for the 
non-office seeking portion of our voters 
to take an active and courageous part 
in politics. 


As a rule, politicians are not free and 
independent. 
They are often circum­ 
scribed by the declarations of their par­ 
ty, or still worse, they are often sub­ 
ject to the selfish will and wish of the 
party boss. 
This is especially true of 
those holding positions, the tenure of 
which is subject to the will of the ap­ 
pointing power. Civil service has freed 
many an American from 
the 
galling 
servitude of political bossism and ought 
to be extended to include the subordi­ 
nates in every branch of the federal 
government, and ought to be adopted 
in every branch of our local govern­ 
ment, so that men and women occupy­ 
ing such places would be free at all 
times to exercise their own will and 
judgment politically, without fear of re­ 
moval. 


All must realize that there is great 
room for improvement and betterment 
of our public affairs, and especially in 
the government of our cities. 


Much has been written upon the sub­ 
ject of reform in municipal government 
in America. 
All manner of plans have 
been put forth looking to a solution of 
this 
very 
perplexing 
question.

O DOUBT ex ists as to the value and necessity of p arty organiza­ 
tion in th e conduct of popular rep resen tativ e governm ent. 


T he founders of this republic had a different idea. 
They be­ 
lieved th a t th e b est results would be obtained by the free and 
u n fettered action of th e people as individuals, and they adopted m any in­ 
genious devices in o rd er to secure this system .

and unscrupulous advocates, is ever threaten in g the in terests of ail citizens 
and strik in g a t th a life of our republic. 


T he th eo ry of p arty , held and practised, m ore or less openly, by gang 
politicians. and p a rtisa n s throughout th e country, is th a t party is a kind 
of political m achine, established through the indifference or the ignorance

H E national house of rep resen tativ es passed on Friday by a large 
m ajority the bill appropriating the revenue derived from the sale of 
public lands in the arid states to th e construction 
of 
irrigation 
works, and on S aturday the senate prom ptly agreed to the house 
am endm ents, thus sending th e bill to the president. 
As Mr. R oosevelt is 
well known to be a friend and advocate of the plan of national aid to irrigation, 
em bodied in this bill, there is no doubt th a t it will prom ptly be signed and 
becom e a law. 


In view of the large m ajority shown In favor of the bill on the final vote, 
it is hardly w orth w hile to consider the argum ents advanced ag ain st it. 
E vidently the m inority m ade m ore talk than w as justified by its num erical 
strength, and we are too well satisfied w ith the resu lt to find fau lt w ith any 
of the a tte n d an t Circum stances. 


By th e passage of this bill the federal governm ent has entered upon one 
of the m ost im portant, and beneficial courses in w hich it wag ever engaged. 
No 
one. we trust, believes th a t this law will stand as th e utm ost th a t th e federal 
governm ent is disposed to do for the arid lands. 
T he beneficent resu lts th at 
are sure to follow the action th at has now been authorized will certainly 
lead to fu rth er appropriations and undertakings along these sam e lines, and 
governm ent aid to irrigation will not cease until all the lands available for 
cultivation shall have been utilized, and all th e sources of w ater supply shall 
have been m ade the m ost of. 


The people of the U nited S tates arc to be congratulated upon the adoption 
of a m easure which is in itself equivalent to the annexation of an im m ense 
a rea to the national dom ain, and which will bring im m easurable benefits to 
the nation. 


THE PHILIPPINE QUESTION. 
“ WHERE ARE WE AT?” 


HOW DENVER EDITORS CHANGE THEIR VIEWS. 


W 


H IL E CONGRESS is still debating the Philippine question and before 
it finally determ ines the future policy of our governm ent in those 
islands, it m ight be well for the people of Colorado to give some 
special study to the subject for them selves so they m ay intelligently 
understand the intricacies of the problem confronting us. 


Fo f the p ast four years (ever since Dewey fought th e fam ous b attle of 
M anila bay), the G azette has consistently and energetically taken the position 
th at the U nited S tates could not honorably shirk the responsibility which th at 
victory th ru st upon us and th a t our duty to the captive S paniards first, and 
to th e orderly people of the islands afterw ard, required us to retain possession 
of the islands until such tim e as th e natives could safely be Intrusted w ith self- 
governm ent. 
In other w ords, th e G azette has believed a t all tim es th a t the 
policy of the national adm inistration w as the only ju st, hum ane, honorable 
and patriotic course for this country to pursue. 


B ut the G azette is never bigoted in its view s and it alw ays opens its 
colum ns to the opinions of others. 
On this g reat national question tne people 
of Colorado m ay be assisted in determ ining the m erits of the case by a re­ 
publication of the view s of those able, learned, patriotic and ever-consistent 
journalists in Denver, the distinguished editor of the D enver Republican and 
th e equally distinguished editor-law yer-state3m an of th e Rocky M ountain News. 


Tn 1898 and 1899 both of these em inent m en gave this Philippine question 
th eir best thought and m any w as the night they burned the m idnight oil in 
an effort to save the country from th e perils of Im perialism or in fram ing in­ 
spiring phrases to w orthily paint th e fu tu re glory, pow er and fam e of this 
country through the policy of expansion. 


It is quite unnecessary to say th a t they did not agree, for the only thing in 
20 years th a t they have ever even “m ade eyes a t each o th er” about has recently 
been over a stre e t car franchise for Mr. M offat's stre et railw ay, and all because 
Mr. M offat’s new spaper cut the price of subscription rates so as to correspond 
m ore equitably w ith the real value of th e new spapers given to a long-suffering 
D enver public. 


W ere it not th a t congress votes so soon upon this question and th at before 
th a t notable event occurs we w ish the Colorado people to have the benefit of 
the views of th ese em inent statesm en and editors, we would content ourselves 
for th e p resen t w ith printing th e fervid expressions of said editors w ithout 
designating w hich editorials appeared in w hich paper and we would offer a 
prize to th e first person who would correctly guess th e authorship of each 
of them . 


B ut as it is, we will religiously observe the courtesies of the profession and 
we will give full and proper credit to each editor for his lofty, patriotic and 
disinterested sentim ents upon this g reat question. 


No doubt the regular readers of those distinguished papers will be suffi­ 
ciently tangled in the “w heratness” of the editors w ith all of our efforts to 
m ake the situation sim ple, clear and easy. 


W hat noble inspiration caused these em inent men to change their vfews 
we cannot tell our readers, but the situation is one w hich should inspire the 
m ost profound belief in psychic influences, for it w as clearly discernible m onths 
ago th a t at the precise m om ent the im perialistic editor began to repudiate 
his own doctrine and teachings, the anti-im perialistic editor began to im bibe 
the toxic poison of expansion, and the m ore one editor denounced his form er 
teachings the m ore the other editor believed in the divine inspiration of such 
teachings. 
This com plete transform ation of m ental attitude, based, of course, 
upon conviction, form s a m ost interesting subject for the study and lnvestiga* 
tion of m odern psychologists. 


But our readers are all im patience we know for the views of these editors 
upcn the Philippine question, so we hasten to gratify them. 


D uring the sum m er of 1898 and the early p art of 1899 our distinguished 
contem poraries said so m uch upon this question th a t it would take over a 
hundred pages to tell it all. W e content ourselves, therefore, w ith producing 
ju st a few of the m ore pungent argum ents on each side and we feel certain 
th a t w hen our readers have finished they will be thorough converts to either 
one view or the other of our em inent friends. 


B ut we w arn our readers now not to try to find either of our contem poraries 
w ith them in any view they m ay adopt upon th is question, and please don't 
w rite them any letters of congratulation for they will surely not appreciate any 
such com plim ents a t this tim e. 


During the sum m er and fall of 1898 and early in 1899 th e D enver Repub­ 
lican had the following to say upon the Philippine question: 


"There will be a strong tem ptation under these circum stances to favor a 
policy savoring of imperialism. 
Men will talk about the glory of American 
dominion, and they will w ant the Governm ent to abandon the isolation which 
has prevailed from the foundation of the Republic until now. 
B ut let us hope 
th a t the views of such men will not prevail. 
The U nited States will occupy a 
new relation to the great powers, but it does not follow th a t it should place 
Itself am ong them and become entangled in all the disputes in which they are 
involved. 
The policy of isolation m ay be less glorious, viewefi from a certain 
standpoint, but it is better than an im perial policy for the m asses of the people. 
Let us adopt a policy of interference w ith the affairs of other nations in 
rem ote parts of the world, and it will become necessary for us to adopt the 
policy of Europe in regard to m ilitary strength. The country should sustain a 
strong navy but th at does not m ean th at it should keep itself In constant readi­ 
ness for w ar like some of the nations of Europe are compelled to do. 


“The United States is large enough for the am bition and enterprise of the 
American people.

"W hat right has the United States to assum e th at the natives are not cap­ 
able of a t once establishing a stable governm ent If given an opportunity to do 
so? is It not certain th a t the greatest im pedim ent to this is the presence of an 
arm ed force representing some other governm ent? 


"The proof Is overwhelming th at we would not have forced the surrender or 
the City Of Manila but for the opportune aid given by Aguinaldo and his forces 
It is also undoubtedly true th at he was assured beforehand by representatives 
of the U nited States upon whose assurances he had a right to rely, th a t when 
the Spaniards were driven out the independence of the Philippines would be 
acknowledged. 
Instead of this we not only continued to occupy Manila, but 
m onths afterw ard proceeded to bombard and capture Iloilo, not from Spaniards 
but when it was occupied by the natives. 
Aguinaldo was invited to ‘co-oper­ 
a te ’ with the arm y forces to drive out the Spaniards. 
He responded to the 
invitation and every fair minded person knows th at his reason was th a t he 
brlieved it would mean liberty for his people. 
The people of the Philippines 
are beginning to believe they have been deceived.” 


"W hatever the effect of the annexation of the islands m ight be on the foreign 
relations of the United States, Is m ust be adm itted th a t it would have a very im ­ 
portant part on the domestic policy of this country. In connection with this it 
may bo- 
to ro^al! w hat Proud**, 
gTPat KnerHsh historian, said, th at his- 
tory has clearly taught that free countries cannot govern subject provinces. 
Thev m ust either extend to subject provinces their own constitution or involve 
toemselves in ruin.' * * * If it be true th at free countries cannot govern subject 
provinces, then the American people should take counsel and discretion and con­ 
sider w hat in the near future m ight be done toward fitting the inhabitants for 
the American system of governm ent. An im perial policy and all the glory that 
m ight come in its train, would be dearly purchased at the sacrifice of even the 
leasf im portant feature of American libprty. 
Remember th a t a distant province 
governed from W ashington affects the relation of the federal governm ent 
toward all other parts of the national domain. Tjet imperialism be established in 
one part and to a greater or lesser degree it will be established for all.” 


"To annex the Philippines would be to Involve the U nited States In m a t­ 
ters w ith which it naturally has nothing to do. 
The Philippines belong to the 
F a r E ast. They have no connection with this country, for all their trade and 
all their resources would not com pensate the United States for the expense 
which their governm ent would bring upon it. 
No one should ne led astray by 
Ihf belief th at through the adoption of an im perial policy w ith the necessity 
of a great standing arm y, the w elfare of the American people would be pro­ 
moted. 
There m ay be a great deal of glory In such a policy, but there Is no 
benefit in it for the paople of this country, and the w elfare of the American 
people should alw ays be the first consideration of this governm ent. 


"The w ar was undertaken for H um anity’s sake alone, and if it should be per- 
Terted to aggrandizem ent by the acquisition of colonies, far more harm than 
good would certainly follow, through International entanglem ents. If, on the con­ 
trary , the U nited States, having accom plished its hum anitarian purpose and 
freed Cuba frotó the m isrule and BâèbâHty of Spain, should déclare th a t it h id 


"The question of imperialism or expansion, which am ounts practically to the 
.fam e thing, will not down. 
It. is am azing th at so few of the great newspapers 
accept the speech of President McKinley at Boston as an honest and sincere 
declaration. 


“It will be remembered that In th a t speech he declared that no thought 
,of imperialism lurked in the American heart and th at all questions relating to 
>Ouba and the Philippines were w ith the congress of the United States. 


"Yet at the very time he made the speech he w as employing every m eans at 
his command to perm anently increase the standing arm y to TOO,000 men and 
not one United States senator known to be in his cohfldence would vote for a 
resolution plainly and unequivocally disclaim ing a purpose to forever hold and 
control the Philippines. 


“Congress has adjourned and unless specially convened will not be in 
session until next December. M eantime the power and authority of the pres­ 
ident will be unlim ited. 
The president will be compelled to disclose his real 
purpose during the next nine months. 
The country will know whether this 
■country is to follow the teachings of W ashington, or the course and policy 
iof Napoleon.” 


"The treaty with Spain will come up in a few days for consideration tn the 
senate. It is probable th a t it will be ratified. It may, however, be amended in 
a way to show th a t the United States has no Intention to extend its sovereignty 
iover the Philippine islands. 
The debate will turn upon this poirn rather than 
;upon the question of w hether the treaty should be ratified or not. 


“There is a strong undercurrent of public sentim ent ageinst com m itting the 
nation to the policy of annexing a distant country's half civilized inhabitants, 
■who would be of no advantage to the United States. 
This feeling has grown 
since the commissioners first met in Paris to negotiate the treaty. At first m any 
people were caught by the glam our of the idea th at the flag of the United 
States should not be taken down in any place where, during the war, it was 
raised. 


' But m any prom inent and conscientious men have seen, th at upon con­ 
sidering the exact situation we have embarked upon a policy of extended do­ 
minion, consequently a strong objection has been developed to the annexation 
of the Philippines. 
It will hardly take the form of direct opposition to the 
i.treaty. 
The opponents of annexation have no hope of defeating the treaty en­ 
tirely, for they recognize w hat would happen if the Philippines were thrown back 
upon Spain. 
In th a t case things would come up which might involve this 
country In serious disputes. 
B ut while It m ay finally be accepted th at the 
treaty should be ratified, it is thought by some persons th at it should be ratified 
in a w ay to continue the contest against th at policy." 


"Of the public, the m ajority of the American people favor the establishm ent 
of an independent governm ent sim ilar to th at which will be established in Cuba. 
That would free the United States from any obligations." 


"The people of the United States w ant no E gypt on their hands. 
This 
country will occupy the Philippines, not for the purpose of holding them as a 
subject province nor with a view of adm itting them in the course of time to the 
rights and dignity of statehood. It will hold them for the purpose of setting them 
free as soon as circum stances m ay render it practicable. 
Should this question 
become a party issue the m ajority of the people will be against perm anent a n ­ 
nexation, but it is probable that the adm inistration will recognize this in due time 
and declare its Intention to give the Philippines the independence they desire." 


D uring the sum m er and fall of 1898 and the early p art of 1899 the Denver 
News had the following to say upon the Philippine question: 


"Holding possession of the Philippines, we shall be in a position to claim 
our portion of Asiatic trade, and if, to make the claim and to enforce it, we 
shall be compelled to participate in w hat some speak of fearfully and with 
bated breath as 'foreign complications,' nevertheless let the American nation 
go forward calmly and undisturbed to its destiny. 
This country is too great,) 
loo resourceful and too strong to perm it weaker nations—and by w eaker nations 
we mean every other nation on earth—to secure undeserved advantages on the 
western shores of an ocean which washes our coasts for thousands of miles and 
Is peculiarly the domain in which our energies and resources should find their 
cutlet. 
, 


"W e would be shut out of participation in the commercial expansion of Asia, 
which will be the marvel of the world's progress in the tw entieth century.” 


"The attem pt of such men as Bailey is to force upon the Democratic p arty 
cham pionship of the policy of opposition to expansion. 
He would m ake the 
D tm ocratic party a log with which to dam the overwhelming N iagara flood 
cf American confidence and patriotism . 
He would w ithdraw the flag from 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico, and the Philippines, and abandon the latter to anarchy or 
tn European nations as the spoils of intrigue and avarice. Such a stand m eans 
the overwhelm ing defeat of the Democratic party in 1900. If it Is so unfortunate 
as to become Baileylzed it m ight as well abandon its national convention In 1900 
an<5 enter upon a bushwhacking struggle for a few small offices and the support 
of a few sm all men.

A N EW ER A IS USH ER ED IN • 
FOR CRIPPLE CREEK M IN IN G 
The new T elluride plant has started, 
and w ith its startin g a new era is 
ushered in for Cripple C reek milling, 
because this plant is going to treat 
low-grade gold ores a t a profit now 
done by no o th er plant treatin g ores 
from Cripple C reek—and 
the 
camp 
has hundreds nf thousands of th at 
kind of ore w aiting to be treated. 


Although som e slight w ork has been 
in progress for a week at the plant 
w est of this city, the furnaces were 
fired up to th eir highest heat for the 
first 
tim e 
yesterday, 
and 
the big 
roaster is now being got up to heat. 
By W ednesday the ore which has tyeen 
crushed and bedded 
down 
will 
be 
turned into the roaster, and the tanks 
are all ready for the reception of the 
ore ju st as soon as it com es from the 
roaster. 


The com pany will have the plant 
operating to a capacity of 100 tons 
daily from the start, and a new roast­ 
er has already been ordered, so that 
the capacity can be increased at once. 
The plant has been erected with tliis 
idea of an increase, so th a t there is 
already accom m odation for the new 
roaster, and an expenditure of $400,- 
000 will provide buildings to accom m o­ 
date the chem ical part of the process. 
W ithin 90 days the capacity of the 
plant will be betw een 500 and 600 tons 
daily. 


The com pany had on hand about 180 
tons of oro yesterday m orning, and is 
now receiving at the rate of 200 tons 
a day. 
The rock is being crushed and 
bedded down, and, as the plant has a 
storage capacity for 7.500 tons, a large 
reserve will be accum ulated by the 
tim e the ore 
is being 
run 
through 
regularly. 


N ot the slightest difficulty has been 
experienced in securing contracts. “We 
now have contracts for about ItiO tons 
a day,” said G eneral M anager F uller­ 
ton yesterday, “and 
we 
are 
being 
offered ore in quantities g reater than 
we shall be able to take care of. R epre­ 
sentatives of our com pany and of the 
large m ine ow ners have held a m eet­ 
ing, deciding upon treatm en t charges 
w hich are perfectly fair, and which 
w ere m ade w ithout any consideration 
of charges w hich are being m ade by 
other m ills. 
I believe th a t a plant 
using such a process as ours could 
easily secure contracts for 1,000 tons 
a day.” 


The process used by the new mill is 
a brom ination process, not before used 
on Cripple Creek ores, but very suc­ 
cessfully used in A ustralia upon gold 
ores which are sim ilar in ch aracter to 
those m ined in Cripple Creek. 
For 
several w eeks in this city there has 
been in operation a sm all plant, tre a t­ 
ing about 500 pounds a day, and the 
results of these experim ents have fully 
established the fact th at the process

Creek ores. It is known th a t ore w orth 
?10 per ton, gross, can be treated, so 
as to leave the m iner, after paying all 
tran sp o rtatio n and treatm en t charges,

D evelopm ent, Free Coinage and Mary 
M cKinney would be m ost désirable 
additions to the list, as those already 
there are not so prosperous, excepting 
the Portland, as those not represented. 


Speaking of this suggestion yéster 
day, P resident Donaldson of the ex 
change said: “The idea which Is ju st 
getting into general discussion has 
been one of deep concern to the m an­ 
agem ent of the exchange for a long 
tim e, and probably no persons would 
m ore desire to see these stocks on the 
list thifti the officers of the exchange! 
But an earn est effort has been m ade 
to secure these stocks, and they can­ 
not be obtained, for the reason th a t 
they are private coi porations. w ith lit­ 
tle stock out and no stock for sale. 


‘‘On the New York stock exchange 
there are some big com panies, but the 
biggest of them are often found m iss­ 
ing for the sam e reason th a t our big 
stocks are m issing from 
our board. 
The U nited Gold Mines com pany, ft 
is true, has a large list of stockholders, 
but take the Strong and Ajax, for in­ 
stance. 
Only a very few men hold the, 
stock, and they have no desire to trad e’ 
in it. 
If the shares w ere listed, they 
would be entirely inactive for the rea­ 
son th at none could be bought; arid we 
believe th a t an inactive stock is w orse 
than no stock. 


“A nother consideration which urges 
those controlling these big com panies 
to keep off the boards is the fàct th a t 
the exchange dem ands a full state­ 
m ent of resources tw ice a year, and, 
as the com panies are practically pri­ 
vate enterprises, they object to sub­ 
m itting to the publicity."

Every m an m ust be considered innocent 
of crime until the contrary is shown. 
These are safe and righteous rules. But 
in case of libel the conditions are re­ 
versed. 
The defendant is presumed to 
be guilty and is required to prove his 
innocence, a requirem ent nowhere else 
iccognized In American 
jurisprudence 
that I can call to mind. 
A libel is de­ 
fined to be a crime, m aking the of­ 
fender liable to indictment, and a civil 
action will also lie to the party ag ­ 
grieved. 
But the libel on these men 
did not involve their personal liberty, 
their property nor 
their 
reputation 
They had not such 
a 
reputation as 
could have been injured in this way 
Nevertheless in the eye of the law they 
stood upon the same p la n e as the most 
righteous man in the community and 
this speaks well for the law. The dif-

The adjusters of the insurance on 
the Midland building have completed 
their work and the losses, except one 
small one that will he settled in a 
few days, have been settled up. 


W hile there is no evidence upon 
which to base any refusal to pay the 
losses or to start any criminal action, 
the. adjusters have had no hesitancy 
in stating that they believed the fire 
that, damaged the building and some 
of its contents a few nights ago was of 
incendiary origin. 


In this connection they state that 
several interesting circum stances were 
forced upon them for consideration. 
They assert that one of the tenants 
carried insurance to the amount of 
?7,500 on billiard tables and pool room 
fixtures, which they know him to have 
been endeavoring to sell not many 
hours before the fire for $5,000. 
Fur­ 
thermore, they state that hia $7,500 
of insurance upon his property would 
have expired just about 12 hours after 
the destruction of the property by fire 
had the firemen not succeeded in their 
efforts to subdue the flames. 


They assert furthermore that there 
was a peculiar situation revealed when 
they examined the sceno of the fire; 
that while there was alm ost no dam­ 
age to the floor of the basement, the 
fire ran over an area fully 100 feet 
long during the short time that it 
burned. 


The belief is expressed by some of 
the adjusters that nothing in the world 
but gasoline could have made a fire 
of just the character of this one. 


All the adjusters are most outspoken 
in the praise of the manner in which 
this fire was extinguished by the local 
department.

HOUSE PASSED IRRIGATION BILL

Washington, June 13.— The house today passed the irrigation bill 


by a vote of 146 to 66. Man; amendments were offered, but only one, 
except those offered by the committee, was adopted. It -was ot » minor 
character. The bill has already passed the senate. The friends of the 
measure greeted the announcement of its passage with a round of 
applause. 


The bill as passed creates a reclamation fund from the sale of 
public lands in Arizona, California, Idaho, Kansas, Montana, Nebraska, 
Nevada, New Mexico. North. Dakota, Oklahoma, Oregon, South Dakota, 
.Utah, Washington and Wyoming, less the amount paid to local land 
offices and 5 per cent due the state under existing laws for educational 
purposes, the reclamation fund to be used for the construction and 
maintenance of irrigation works in the states and territories enum- 
crated. 


Provision is made for the payment out of the treasury of any 


deficiency in the allowances to agricultural colleges owing to this disposi- 
tion of public lands. The secretary of the Interior is authorized to 
examine, survey and construct the Irrigation works and report the 
cost thereof to congress at each session. 
. 


Section four provides for the letting of contracts for the works 


contemplated In sections when the necessary funds are available in 
the reclamation fund for such section. 


Section five provides that "no right to the use of water for land in 


private ownership shall be sold for a tract exceeding 160 acres to any 
one land owner, and no such right shall permanently attach until all 
payments therefor are made, and no such sale shall be made to any 
land owner unless he be an actual bonaflde resident on such land or 
occupant thereof, residing in the neighborhood of such land." 


Section six authorizes the secretary to use the reclamation fund 


for the operation and maintenance of the Irrigation works. 


Section eight requires state control over waters of non-navigable 
streams such as are used in irrigation.

WASHINGTON MEMORIAL 


TO ABRAHAM LINCOLN 
By Associated Press. 


Washington, June 16.—The house 


today transacted some miscellaneous 
business under suspension of the rules. 


It Included the adoption of a reso- 


lution appropriating 125,000 for the 
preparation of plana for a memorial in 
this city to Abraham Lincoln, $100,000 
towards the erection of a monument to 
the prison ship martyrs who died off 
Brooklyn as a result of the cruelties- 
to which they were subjected by the 
British during the revolutionary -war, 
and $10,000 for the erection of a monu- 
ment at • Frederlcksburg, Va., to the 
memory of General Hugh Mercer, who 
waa killed during the revolutionary 
war. The resolution adopted today 
was to carry out an authorization made 
for this purpose in 1777 by the conti- 
nental congress. 


Two bills were passed to amend the 


general pension laws, one to provide 
JOT the restoration, to the pension rolls 
of the widows of soldiers who subse- 
quently married and were again wid- 
owed, and one to Increase the pension, 
of those who have lost a limb or were 
totally disabled while in the military 
or naval service.

According to the current report, King Edward's sudden illness 


at Aldershot was not due to a cold, but was merely an excuse for 
withdrawing his majesty from public functions, owing to the discovery 
by Scotland Yard of a plot against hla life. The principals In this 
plot have not yet been arrested. 
It is cited in confirmation of this story that King Edward's recovery 


when he was ensconsed at Windsor castle was as complete and speedy 
as his attack had been sudden. 


On the other hand, it must be pointed out that If his majesty s 


Illness was merely diplomatic, the officials certainly took a great deal ot 
trouble in keeping up the fiction. Sir Francis Laklng, physician in 
ordinary to the king, was summoned by telegraph to Aldershot; his 
prescriptions were hurriedly filled, and everything about the kings 
apartments indicated the genuine nature of the king's illness. Further- 
more, King Edward's journey from Aldershot to Windsor in his motor 
car and his subsequent drive today in Windsor park do not seem to indi- 
cate any fear of a further attack upon his person. 


At Scotland Yard tonight, the "utmost reticence was maintained 


concerning these rumors. It was noticeable, however, that the chief 
inspectors, who usually return home at night, were all on duty there, 
and while they refuse to see newspaper reporters until tomorrow 
morning, they decline to either deny or confirm the rumor.

GENERAL 


Grand River Lava Bed. 


In view of the recent volcanic disturb- 


ances In Martinique, among the sights of 
particular Interest along the .Taylor 
state road between Glenwood Springs 
and Gypsum are the lava bed and ex- 
tinct volcanic crater at the eastern end 
of the canon of the Grand, snys a cor- 
respondent of the Denver News. No 
name has ever been given to this.forma- 
tion. 
- 


The lava, lies in a vast black bed 
somewhat higher, than the grade of the 
railroad which skirts it, extending sev- 
eral miles up the valley and across Its 
entire breadth. 
When it came down 
from the crater- ln> its molten state 
It formed a dam which 
backed 
the 
Grand river up and formed a lake, 
traces of which are still In existence. 
The sudden cooling caused by Its con- 
tact with the river shaped the molten 
mass Into all sorts of grotesque figures 
standing above the general level of the 
bed. 
. 
, . 


Some agency, .probably .the steam 


arising from the water, formed In the 
mass large nubterranean chambers, not 
unlike great unbroken bubbles. A num- 
ber of these chambers are connected 
by small natural -passage*. The walls 
of chambers and passages arc hung 
with stalactites, some of them eight 
and 10 feet In length, hut not larger 
In circumference than an ordinary lead 
pencil. 
• 
There are evidences that these cham- 
bers were at one time used as habita- 
tions, probably by Indians, many abo- 
riginal relics being found 
in 
thorn. 
.Skeletons ot human beings have also 
been found. 
Portions of the beds have )n the early 
days been located by prospectors for 
gold and silver, and Borne good assays 
have been obtained. The ground has 
been found to carry values In spots on- 
lS', however, and Is not. of a sufficient 
average value to pay for mining and 
smelting, and as a mining proposition 
has been abundantly proven a delu- 
sion. 
The theory was advanced some yearn 
sgo by some Leadvflie men that since 
thlc mass no doubt had been boiling for 
ages while In the crater from which It 
originated, the specific gravity of the 
gold and (fiver had caused these pre- 
cious metals to settle in the bottom of 
this vast crucible. 
The top of this 
slag having poured off to form this 
lava, bed, they argued that the Im- 
mense button of precious metal had 
settled at the bottom of the crater and 
that by sinking through the crater they 
would arrive at a. mine ot 
fabulous 
wealth. They spent thousands of dol- 
lar* sinking a shaft, but finally con- 
cluded that the possibility of having 
to dig to the center of the earth was 
too appalling and operations ceased, 
. The lava bed Is covered In spots with 
sage brush, some deposits of earth 
having formed on its top. The sur 
rounding hills also show traces of the 
lava, black streaks appearing In their 
otherwise red and yellow sides. 
The" crater is locate.d 
one mile up 
from the main thoroughfare through 
the valley and can be easily reached 
in half an hour's climb. A good trail 
has been built up its sides and down 
into the crater Itself, -which is about 
1,000 feet deep and a half mile long 
by a quarter of a mile In width. Three 
of the sides are abrupt but can be 
climbed, while the side toward the bed 
is a gentle slope. 
Settlers in the valley tell stories of 
the days when the Rio Grande ro«d ivaa 
built through the valley. Slight earth- 
quakes are still not unusual In this vi- 
cinity. One morning there was a more 
than, ordinary severe shock and every 
Italian on the grade left his job, They 
thought ot old Vesuvius at home and 
were unwilling to trust themselves to 
the tender mercies o an unknown vol- 
cano. 
The last eruption of the volcano must 
have occurred only a few 
hundred 
years ago, for when the first white set- 
tlers came Into the valley the Utes 
told them that their old men remem- 
bered the time 
when "heap big fire" 
came down the mountains. 


There Is no land In the Rocky moun- 
tain region that ia paying a larger reve- 
nue in proportion to the investment 
than meadow land. Grass Is therefore 
king and the man who Is Increasing his 
meadow acreage from year to year (H 
Adding value to his premises. 
Wr> ad- 
vocate alfalfa, meadows where the lo- 
cation Is favorable but native grass 
vegas are as a rule paying better than 
landB cultivated to grain. 
The time 
has come when It will pay to grub out 
willow patches along the streams In 
order to make more meadows, also to 
plow the precipitous lands, sow to al- 
falfa and 'make the whole ranch pro- 
ductive. We would not denude the 
ranch of all willows but would leave a 
fringe along the stream. Where there 
is room for a machine to enter we would 
clear HUt tho willows and give the grass 
a shew.-" (Field and Farm.

the views of these eminent statesmen and editors, we would content ourselves 
for the present with printing the fervid expressions of said editors without 
designating which editorials appeared in which paper and we would offer a 
prite to the first person who would correctly guess the authorship ot each 
of them. 


But as it Is, we will religiously observe the courtesies of the profession and 


we will give full and proper credit to each editor for hia lofty, patriotic and 
disinterested sentiments upon this great question. 


No doubt the regular readers of those distinguished papers will be suffl< 


clently tangled in the "wheratness" ot the editors with all of our efforts to 
make the situation simple, clear and easy. 


'What noble inspiration caused these eminent men to change their views 


tre cannot tell our readers, but the situation is one which should inspire the 
moat profound belief in psychic influences, for it was clearly discernible months 
ago that at the precise moment the imperialistic editor began to repudiate 
bis own doctrine and teachings, the anti-imperialistic editor began to imbibe 
the toxic poison of expansion, and the more one editor denounced his former 
teachings the more the other editor believed in the divine inspiration ot such 
teachings. This complete transformation of mental attitude, based, of course 
upon conviction, forme a most interesting subject for the study and Investiga- 
tion of modern psychologists. 


But our readers are all impatience we know for the views of these editors 


upon the Philippine question, so we hasten to gratify them. 


During the summer of 1898 and the early part ot 1889 our distinguished 


contemporaries said so much upon this question that It would take over a 
hundred pages to tell it all. We content ourselves, therefore, with producing 
just a few of the more pungent arguments on each side and w« feel certain 
that when our readers have finished they will be thorough convert* to either 
one view or the other of our eminent friends. 


But we warn our readers now not to try to find either of our contemporaries 


with them in any view they may adopt upon this question, and please don't 
•write them any letters of congratulation for they will surely <not appreciate any 
such compliments at this time. 


During the summer and fall of 1898 and early ia 1899 the Denver Repub- 


lican had the following to say upon the Philippine question: 


"There will be a. strong temptation under these circumstances to favor a 
policy savoring of imperialism. Men will talk about the glory ot American 
dominion, and they will want the Government to abandon the isolation which 
hag prevailed from the foundation ot the Republic until now. But let us hope 
that the views of such men will not prevail. The United States will occupy a 
new relation to the great powers, but it does not follow that it should plac 
Itself «mong them and become entangled in all the disputes in which they ar« 
Involved. The policy of Isolation may be less glorious, viewed from a certain 
standpoint, but it is better than an imperial policy for the masses of the people 
Let us adopt a policy of interference with the affairs of other nations in 
remote parts of the world, and it will become necessary for ua to adopt th 
policy of Europe In regard to military strength. The country should sustain t 
etrong navy but that does not mean that it should keep itself in constant readl 
ness tor war like some of the nations of Europe are compelled to do. 
'"'The United States la large enough for the ambition and enterprise of th 
American people. They have no need to follow the example of Great Britain 
and establish colonies In distant parts of the world, the protection of whlc) 
would make the maintenance of a, largo standing army necessary. Rathe 
ahould they devote their time and attention to the development ot the re 
sources of the territory which they now possess, and they will best promot 
their own welfare and that of the Inhabitants of other countries with which 
they come in contact. This Is better than all the alleged glory that might 
be gained from imperialism, which would work ten times more harm at home 
than it would do, going; abroad whether for us or for the remainder of the 
world." 


"To annex the Philippines would be to Involve the united States In mat- 
ters with which U naturally has nothing to do. The Philippines belong to the 
Far East. They have no connection with this country, for all their trade and 
all their resources would not compensate the United States for the expense 
which their government would bring upon it. No one should toe led astray by 
the belief that through the adoption of an Imperial policy with the necstialty 
of a great standing; army, the welfare of the American people would be pro- 
moted. There may ne a- great deal of glory In such a, policy, But there is no 
benefit ltt.lt for the people of this country, and the Welfare of the American 
people should always b» the first cpQgtderation of thl* government.

Remember that a distant province 
governed from Washington affects the relation of tha federal government 
oward all other parts of the national domain. Let Imperialism be established in 
one part and to a greater or lesser degree it will be established for all." 


"The question of Imperialism or expansion, which amounts practically to th« 
fame thing, will not down, tt It amazing that to few Of the great newspapers, 
accept the speech of President McKlnley at Boston a« an honest and sincere 
declaration. 
• 
• 
"It wilt be remembered that Itt that upceoh he declared that no thought 


of Imperialism lurked In the American heart and that all questions relating to 
Cuba and the Philippine* were with th» congress of the United States. 
"Yet at the very time he made the speech he waa employing every means at 
his command to permanently increase the standing Army to 100,000 men and 
not one united States senator known to be in his confidence would vote- for a 
resolution plainly and unequivocally disclaiming a purpose to forever hold and 
control the Philippines. 
"Congress hat adjourned and unless specially convened will not be in 
session until next December. Meantime the power and authority of the pres- 
ident will be unlimited. The president will Be compelled to disclose his real. 
purpose during the next nine months. The country will know whether this 
country is to follow the teachings ot Washington, or the coursa and policy 
of Napoleon." 


"The treaty with Spain will come up In a few days for consideration In the 
senate. It la probable that it will be ratified, tt may, however, be amended In 
a way to show that the United States has no intention to extend its sovereignty 
over the Philippine islands. The debate will turn upon this point rather than 
upon the question of whether the treaty should be ratified or not." 
"There Is a strong undercurrent of public sentiment agolnflt committing the 


nation to the policy of annexing a distant country's half 'civilized Inhabitants, 
who would be of no advantage to the United States. This feeling has grown 
slrce the commissioners first met In Paris to negotiate the treaty. At first many 
people were caught by the glamour of the Idea that the flag of the United 
States should not be taken down in any place where, during the war, it was 
raised. 
"But many prominent, and conscientious men have seen, that upon con- 


sidering the exact situation we have embarked upon a policy of extended do- 
minion, consequently a strong objection has been developed to the annexation 
of the Philippines. It -will hardly take the form of direct opposition to the 
treaty. The opponent* of annexation have no hope ot defeating the treaty en- 
tirely, for they recognize what would happen Jf the Philippines wen? thrown back 
upon Spain. In that case things would come up which might Involve this 
country In serious disputes. But while it may finally be accepted that the 
treaty should be ratified, it is thought by Boms persons that It should be ratified 
in a way to continue the contest against that policy." 


"Of the public, the majority of the American people favor the establishment 


ot an independent government similar to that which will be established in Cuba. 
That would free tha United States from any; obligations." 


"The people of the United SlaUs want no Egypt on their hands. This 
country will occupy the Philippines, not for the purpose of holding them as a 
subject province nor with a view of admitting them In the course of time to the 
rights and dignity of statehood. It will hold them for the purpose of setting them 
free as soon as circumstances may render it practicable. Should this question 
become a party Issue the majority of the people will be against permanent an- 
nexation, but it is probable that the administration will recognize this in due time 
and declare its intention to give the Philippines the independence they desire.' 


During the summer and fall of 1898 and the early part of 1899 the Denver 


News had the following to say upon the Philippine question: 


"Holding possession ot the Philippines, -ne «ha.U be In a, position to claim 
our portion of Asiatic trade, and if, to make the claim and to enforce it, we 
shall be compelled to participate In what some speak ot fearfully and with 
bated breath as 'foreign complications,' nevertheless let the American nation 
go forward calmly and undisturbed to Us destiny. This country IB too great, 
too resourceful and too strong to permit weaker nations—and by weaker nations 
we mean every other nation on earth—to aecure undeserved advantages on the 
western shores of an ocean which washes our coasts for thousands of miles and 
Is peculiarly the domain In which our energies and resources should find their 
outlet. 


"We would be shut out of participation in the commercial expansion of Asia, 


which will b« the marvel of the world's progress In the twentieth century " 
"The attempt of such men aa Bailey Is to force upon the Democratic party 
championship of the policy of opposition to expansion. He would make tha 
democratic party a log with which to dam the overwhelming Niagara flood 
of American confidence and patriotism. He would withdraw the fla« from 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico, and the Philippines, and abandon the latter to anarchy or 
to European nations as the spoils ot intrigue and avarice. Buch a stand means 
th* overwhelming defeat of the Democratic party In 1900. If it is ao unfortunate 
as to become Balleylzed It might as well abandon Hi national convention in 1901 
anfi enter upon a bushwhacking struggle tor a few small office* and the euonort 
of a few email men.

With a straightforward "Madam 
President, and Women of the' Conven- 
tion," she begins at once to speak of 
the industrial conditions" in the great 
cities and especially of that horror of 
poverty—the sweat shop system. 
With burning words she pictures to us 


the dark room In a crowded tenement 
where,' stifling for lack of proper venti- 
lation and bowed and bent with toll, sit 
the victims of tha sweat shop, Whole 
families from little children up to aged 
grandmother, engaged upon the making 
of garments for which the pay is so 
small that the united effort of the work- 
ers falls to secure sufficient money to 
more than keep body and soul together. 
By a method of contract and sub-con-

the furnaces. A child pallid and thin— 
with the sweat pouring down his face 
from the heat and exercise;

Never 
slacking his pace, he flung back, over his 
shoulder, 'Odle Wise'; he returned again 
and. I-Bald, 'How old are you?' He ran 
as he replied, 'Nine years old.' I waited

Think of ft, nine years old! When the 


laws of Illinois provide that no child 
under H years shall he employed as a 
worker for pay. 


Why Is the law not enforced, you ask? 
Because parents lie about the age of the 
child, for the family must have the pit- 
tance which that baby can earn, and 
factory owners will employ young chil- 
dren because they can get them cheaper, 
and officers appointed for Inspection, 
take bribes and omit to do their duty. 
As these facts were put to the woman 


of that convention, the gorgeous sur- 
roundings faded; delight In color, fra- 
grance and beauty was changed to a 
feeling of shame that 
these thing* 


should be, that little children were being 
ground out. sacrificed mentally, morally 
and physically, while 3,000 women sat 
there willing to help If they could. 


The pity of It, that wrong conditions 
can not be righted in a moment as one 
might fling a. pan of dirt Into the fire. 
Alas, when by neglect and lack of fore- 
sight we have allowed these things to 
get a grip upon our national life, -we 
cannot root them up and cast them out 
at once, for we don't know how to do 
It. 


If we could go back to the beginning, 


we would perhaps organize our govern- 
ment differently. 
We would at least 


enact protective laws In time to save 
us'from the evils which unrestricted im- 
migration has brought upon us. We 
would have government ownership of 
railroads, telephones, telegraphs and of 
natl'mal resources, such as mines, etc., 
so that the people might control and 
operate them for the benefit of all. We 
would have laws restricting the hours 
of lawor, and regulating prices HO that 
a man would be paid fair wages and 
have shorter hours, enabling him to 
have some leisure In'which he might 
cultivate his mind and enjoy the sweet- 
ness of domestic comfort with his fam- 
ily. 


But an we did not do these jthlngs 


In.the beginning we are having to do 
them now. Many states now have laws 
restricting child labor. Many have com- 
pulsory education laws, nnd a penalty 
on parents for neglect. Some have edu- 
cational restrictions on child labor, viz; 
If n child old enough to work can- 
not read and write, he cannot be em- 
ployed but. must go to school. Some 
specify the asn under which certain 
employments are forbidden, as for In- 
stance, children under 14 cannot work 
in miner, and girls are not allowed to 
work In mines al all. 


•In our own state of Colorado, the 


nge for compulsory education Is from 8 
to 14 years. The. child. Is required to 
go to school as much as 12 weeks in the 
year, eight of which must be consecu- 
tive. -The Inw fixes R penalty of from 
J5 .tp ,$?i5 unpti oweivls for neglect. A 
underground '.war.to,- mines, smelters, 
mill or factory..' No girl may be em- 
ployed in coal mines.. Children under1 U 
years unable to read and write may 
not be employed In any business durlns 
school hours unless they have attendee! 
school a prescribed period during the 
year. Under 16 and unable to read and 
write, may hot be employed In mines. 
These humane laws are gradually creep. 
Ing Into the statute 
hooks of 
most 
states and where they are enforced are 
helping things Wonderfully 


And what has this to do with the 
Consumers league? you ask. Just this 
—that In spite of laws, in spite of fac- 
tory Inspectors, In spite o( tenement 
sanitation laws, thousands of men, wo- 
men and children are doing sweat shop 
work, In order to keep the breath of a 
miserable life In them- 
We want to 
abolish this abominable system of mur- 
der. We cannot do It as long as there 
is a demand for sweat shop garments. 
What can we do? 
We can take the 
pledge of the Consumers league, which 
binds the Individual to purchase only 
garments which have the C. L, label on 
them; which label guarantees that they 
are made under wholesome and 
fair 


conditions and do not represent the life 
blood of our miserable brothers and sis- 
ters. A Consumers league is an asso- 
ciation of persons who strive to do their 
buying In such a way as to further the 
welfare o'f those who make or distribute 
the things bought. The present and im- 
mediate aim of the league is to abolish 
the sweating system and to 
extend 


among all mercantile 
establishments 
the commendable conditions now exist- 
ing in the best. 
Tha methods used, by the league to 


promote these ends Is by the. use of a 
Consumers league label attached to 
white muslin underwear 
made under 


conditions approved by the league and 
by the use of a. standard of a fair house 
and a white ilgt of retail stores. 
The Consumers league of the -state 


of New York has adopted the following 
standard of a fair house: 
A fair house is one In which equal pay 


is given for work of an eaual value, Ir- 
respective of sex. In the departments 
where women only are employed. 
In 
which the minimum wages are $6 per 
week for experienced adult workers, and 
fall in few instances below eight dol- 
lars. 
In which wages are paid by the week. 
In which fines, If imposed, are paid 


Into a fund for the benefit of the em- 
ployes. 
Ill which the minimum wages of cash 
girls are two dollors per week with the 
same conditions regarding weekly payr 
ments and fines. 
Hours:^A fair house Is ope in which 


^he hours from S a. m. to 6 p. m- (with 
three quarters of an hour for lunch) 
constitute the -working1 day, and a gen- 
eral half-holiday is given on one day of 
each week during at least two of the 
summer months. 
In which a vacation of not less than 
one'week Is given with pay during the 
summer season- 
In which all overtime. Is compensated 


for.In which wages are paid and the 
premises closed for: the five principal 
legal holidays, viz: Thanksgiving day, 
Christmas and New Year day, Washing- 
ton's birthday, and the Fourth of July. 
Physical Conditions;-— A fair house is 
one in which work, lunch and retiring 
rooms are apart from each other, und 
conform In all respects to the present 
sanitary laws. 
In which the prepent law regarding 
the providing of seats for saleswomen 
Is observed and the use of seats Is per- 
rrltted 
A fair house Is one In which humane 


and considerate behavior ; toward 
em- 


ployes IB the rule. 


In which fidelity and length ot Ji»rvlce 
meet with the considnrstion, which is 


our stores close at six o'clock and our 
wage earners live well." True, but you 
should concern yourselves for this reas- 
on. It is your demand for these sweat 
shop garments that helps to keep alive 
the system. Millions of sweat shop gar- 
ments, viz: shirt waists, corset covers, 
night gowns, etc., are shipped 
west 
every season. Our large cities are large 
auyers; Denver, Salt Lake, Ogden, San 
PYancisco, Los Angeles, Portland, Seat- 
tle buy immense consignments of these 
goods. 


Now -will each woman here do this: 
Will you, the next time you enter a dry 
goods store— whether you go to buy or 
not— but especially If you go to buy— 
will you ask If that etore has Consumers 
League garments for sale. 
Ask It in 
every dry goods store in this: town. 
If the merchants here do not have 
the C. L. underclothing now, by the 
time 100 women have asked for it, they 
will get It, you may depend. Then when 
you go to purchase. If there are gar- 
ments without the label and garments 
•with the label, let me beg of you to dis- 
criminate in favor of the Consumers 
League, and buy their garments. 
The white list la a list of retail 
houses which conform most closely to 
the standard of a fair house.

After Mr. Gaudy had sat down amid 


enthusiastic applause, John F. Carroll 
of the Denver Times, one of. the Most 
brilliant writers In the state of .Colo- 
rado, read a brief paper on '"the 
Power of. the'Editorial," speaking-as 
follows: 


The Power of the Editorial 
There 'are three classes of editorials 


—the good, the bad and the Indifferent, 
Loose observers and commentators in 
considering the subject make the mis- 
take of lumping them and write con- 
fidently but without discrimination or 
real Intelligence of the decline of the 
editorial. Hence the opinion Is wide- 
ly prevalent among loose thinkers that 
the day of the editorial Is gone and that 
the public no longer yearns for com- 
ments but looks forward with palpitat- 
ing delight to the news and revels in 
that alone. 
I have long held a theory that the 
public doesn't clamor quite so.much for 
the news as It accused of doing and that 
the successful newspapers must and 
do make a sharp distinction between 
the news and the Interesting news. It 
Is within the range of every newspaper 
man's experience to turn out a news- 
paper crammed full of news but which 
nevertheless. was a dull and painfully 
unsatisfactory Issue; It Is also within' 
the range of the experience that a sin- 
gle editorial has saved an issue from 
dullness and Insipidity. 
The fcalicnt 
news is an absolute essential but the or- 
namental features—the dessert which 
gives the finishing touches to the sblld 
parts of the meal—are the so-called 
human interest stories, many of them 
"good reading" 
but confessedly .not 
news, at all—some of them written in 
the office and others discriminatingly 
lifted from the exchanges. 
I am of those who hold strongly to the 
conviction that the day of the editor- 
ial Is here quite as much as it ever 
was. 
The public has had a surfeit 


of the boilerplate editorial, the editor- 
ial that is served up in the guise-of 
news, thatls written to fill space or to 
conventionally 
express 
conventional 
Ideas that have been as '.veil or better 
expressed a thousand times before. But 
for the bold, vigorously phrased, trans- 
parently honest and sincere editorial 
there is Just as much demand as there 
ever was, the public takes Just as much 
delight in reading It and the 'realiza- 
tion of its uplifting influence-upon the 
popper In which it is printed and. the 
community in • which the paper 'is pub- 
lished comes uppn us sometimes in.the 
nature of. a'revelatlon. "'. :.,'.': 
,. ..':. ' 
There are many reasons why editor- 
ials are not always popular, with'the 
reading public. Too many of tliemiare 
written by writers who have nothing 
to say .and too few are, the product of 
earnest conviction. The man who does 
not feel his -subject cannot -make"".hls 
readers feel It. And if,the man' ba.ek of 
the editorial. is not forceful, the edi- 
torial product Is not forceful. 


To'my mind the strongest editorial 
forceps sincerity:. We have all read the 
brilliant !and picturesque editorials of 
the old New York Sun type, arid thor- 
oughly • enjoyed them as mere literary 
efforts, but when they lacked 'the ring 
of sincerity they lacked the element 
which carried'conviction to the readers 
and without that they failed In .the 
highest 'and best .sense.- The literary 
garb in which an editbrlalls presented 
is'not to be despised, for It often lifts 
a commonplace subject to a plane of 
distinction. ' But given.' sincerity the 
means of expression' comes as a matter 
of/course, not always elegant not always 
happy, but carrying with them a weight 
which abler .writers may envy and'.the 
special pleaders of the' press can never 
hope to attain. Many editorial writers 
fall-to scpre success-because they lack 
discrimination. .They 
shriek", always 
and never whisper. .They'take them- 
selves too seriously-and therefore lack 
the blessed sense ot humor. . They :up- 
derestlriiate -the' Intelligence of 
their 


public:and write not out-of the fulness 
of'thelr hearts or from the force of-thelr 
conviction's but to delude their readers 
into'the: belief that they are suffering 
from ah optical.: delusion • when they 
imagine- black :to be 'black instead of 
white.

To gay that-the day:'of the editorial 
Is passed-is ridiculous on the face of-it, 
for-'the Impulse that gives distinction 
.and tone to the mo'dern newspaper,, that 
inspires Its policy, and makes It note- 
worthy and individual proceeds from 
the editorial source which 'lends color 
and'character to every'.column of'.the 
dally .Journal. If fault there be, place 
It where it properly belongs, not on the 
editorial,. perverse, but on. the individ- 
ual who writes It or the'conditions by 
which he is surrounded- To do otherwise 
Is to confess degeneracy, to acknowl- 
edge retrogression In what, barring this, 
ls-one;of the most marked and-slgnifi- 
cant evolutions along the whole line 
of human en.deav.pr, .to confess that the 
rnost powerful Implement in the whole 
Journalistic quiver'has fallen from'our 
palsied hands arid that we are Un- 
worthy our proud heritage and the 
mighty nameB;whlch shine Inspiring!/ 
across the .'horizon of American news- 
paper .history. 


Glancing.over our broad domain and 


noting the. power,'vigor and efficiency 
of many of our real editorial writers/the 
trueness with which they strike the ex- 
act note, the strength, beauty and dig- 
nity of their diction and 'the mlgthy 
Impulse'which they so frequently give 
to public thought, I, for one, wish to 
proclaim with becoming pride and grat- 
itude "that the editorial is here as It 
ever was, awaiting.only the man to give 
It;the vitality of adequate expression 
and the machine to give it the potenti- 
ality of type.

out bias, and that is the'beiJt passi- 
ble position from which to moitsurft fair 
treatment to all concerned. So I may 
begin by saying that this world of ours 
is m)t a very 'grand affair compared to 
some others In the universe. Itfls much 
smaller than It , was 60. years a£o ancles 
growing smaller every day. There were 
not then SOQ miles 'of railroad east, of 
the Blue Ridge mountains. It wasrstrap 
rail at that/and west of that line horses 
and wagons were 'the vogue. The wire 
telegraph was yet a dream and. that is 
soon to"be reverenced as a relic, of an- 
tiquity. The advance in these enter- 
prises has .shrunk 
the 
world . and 
brought humanity In closer.touch. The 
earth 'and everything on .It has as- 
sumed a new aspect, set up new^cpn- 
dltions tlirtt demand different methods 
of action, and let us believe, Is moved 
by:-nobier Impulses, or at lenst noble Im- 
pulses a 'little- more refined, we have 
grown half -a century arid more away 
frrfm -barbarism' within my knowledge. 
Don't doubt for', a moment that hu- 
manity 'lias broadened as It has become 
better acquainted with Itself. Discon- 
tent; of course, retains a foothold and 
will so. continue to the. millennium. . A 
distinguished bishop Is reported -to have 
said 'recently that: "We are in danger. 
not only of over capitalizing money, but 
of capitalizing mind, so that at last 
thinking will be done by only a hand- 
ful of men." . The good bishop fdrgot 
that. we have common schools and that 
there can be no monopoly of mind, we 
mike the money, but the power of 
thought Is the gift of God. He la re- 
ported to have complained further that: 
"There, could be no great sorrow in any 
hbmfe without receiving the Sympathy 
of the village, but with the piling -up 
of thousands and millions of population 
we- are drifting farther • and farther 
apart." The good bishop has lived so 
long in the metropolis that he has lost 
the' tone of his environment. Doubt- 
less the doctrine of evolution Is a shock 
to. him and he will have none of It.. A 
prominent Colorado divine once sala 
to me in the tone of one speaking from 
personal experience: "The world Is -no 
better today than it was 2,000 years 
ago'." He did not see that he was tra- 
ducing the gentleman of Nazareth, but 
I said to the preacher that I did not 
think he (the prdacher) was BO old. Ho 
innocently replied that he was 50 years 
of age. only.1 Then I said to him: "You 
are, better In your reincarnation than 
yoU were In your first estate — Is It not 
so?" But he failed to comprehend and 
I had -to explain to him, and among 
other things, that he was admonished 
to- judge not, and that the rule gained 
dignity with age. 
You wonder, perhaps, what this pre- 
lude has to do with the law of libel? 
It has. much to do with It. Pessimism 
is out of date; to me the world and ev- 
erything in it Is beautiful, or has a 
touch 6f the divine. The old times 
sighed for by the bishop were good for 
old times. Keep what Is good and let 
the rest go. Fifty years hence the old 
folks, some of them, will sigh for the 
glories of today and sing praises of the 
past. We have better strawberries to- 
day than weMiad 10 years ago; ten years 
hence God may show us a better berry, 
but the deliclousness of the berry of to- 
day lvl.ll linger with us a sweet savor. 
A hundred years ago you did not know 
what a strawberry tasted like. So the 
preacher did not realize himself In his 
first estate. Nevertheless the strawber- 
ry was, so was the preacher. But, to 
take up the connection, the law of libel 
as it stands is not adapted to the times; 
no better adapted that the strap rail 
would be to the rapid transit of this 
time; The law that was In force when we 
pulle'd.the lever of the old Washington 
la hot adapted to, the demands of the 
hour; and the possibilities of the hour 
to come 'may relegate even the perfect- 
lng.press:to the scrap heap." Ypu'can 
no Monger. stSop to verify each sentence 
that you may publish to the world, yet 
the law say's you shall print at your 
peril; Your motive, assuming that It is 
always- upright, goes for naught. 
You have done me a wrong, cries the 
party published. 
Then you say:I will apologize and 


make amends. • . 
No sir, apologies do not go, says the 
What does, you demand. 
Mqney, is the answer. 
How much, you inquire. 
I. can't say, replies the injured man. My 


feelings have been hurt, I cannot meas- 
ure the offense by dollars and cents. 
The law presumes I have been hurt, 
you .must show that I have not. been. 
Logicians say that it Is impossible 


to -prove a negative. 
The,' judge who tries the case must 
say. whether -or not -the matter com- 
platried of Is llbelous. • The law says 
virtually that anything . published of 
which .one may choose to take offense Is 
llbelous. 
The institution 
of a suit 
makes 'it patent that offense has been 
taken.- : The1 Judge's task is easy. The 
Jury, who know nothing of the. man, his 
temperament or the condition of his 
feelings, : must say how many dollars 
or cents will compensate the man who 
caiiriot himself ; tell how much, how, or 
where-he -has been hurt. The picture 
Is not overdrawn,' nor is It offered', in 
ridicule. It shows a condition tha.t- calls 
for a change, that will make the burden 
less onerous on 'the publisher; the way- 
facing man can understand ' that the 
present condition Is unjust. 
'. 


. I am no advocate of legislation as a 
panacea. The remedy Is often worse 
than the disease. But I believe that 
a-law-can be framed that:. will -protect 
both parties.1 -I consider it practical to 
place the law of libel, with slight' riiodl- 
flcatlpn. on the same' footing as other 
torts.' As the law stands at present it 
Is, a menace to one .side, ;and- to the 
other nn invitation to the indulgence 
of. greed and rascality, and to a cer- 
tain class of lawyers to ply their call- 
Ing and debiiuch the courts of Justice; 
or -.the tribunals where Justice Is sup- 
poped to preside. 
•The law of .libel as defined by statute, 
and barring some unnecessary 
re- 


finements, is not so difficult to ad- 
minister .In'so'far as the law Is concern- 
ed. ; The', fault lies more with the ap- 
pliances, the procedure whereby the 
law -Is .sought -to .be enforced, but is 
more often abused.1 


•All men,, good or. bad, should stand 
upon an equal footing before the law. 
Every man must be considered Innocent 
of crime until, the contrary is shown. 
These are safe and righteous rules. But 
in 'case 'of libel the conditions are re- 
versed.. The defendant is presumed to 
be guilty and is required to prove his 
Innocence, a requirement nowhere else 
recognized In American Jurisprudence 
that. I can call to mind. A libel Is de- 
fined to be a crime, making the of- 
fender .liable to Indictment, and a civil 
action. will also He to the party ag- 
grieved. But the libel on these men 
did not involve their personal liberty, 
their property nor. their reputation 
rhey. had not such a reputation BE 
could have been Injured in this why 
Nevert telessjn the eye of tho law they 
stood upon the same plane as the most 
righteouD man In the community, and 
this speaks well for the law.

Before the 
doctor arrived, however, the man had 
succumbed without saying a word after 
the fight. The dead man utlo'rcd no 
sound after being stabbed. 
Scott seemed to have some realization 


of what he had done after he had 
struck down his man, for he walked 
Into the other room where there were 
several people and said that he would 
give himself up. He then walked calm- 
ly out of the front door, while his wife, 
who had 
left the room immediately 


•after they were separated, went out. of 
the door with him. They are-said to 
have gone'south and from the fact that 
the only friends they have in this re- 
gion are located In Colorado City they 
are supposed to have headed' for shelter 
In that direction. 


It was about half an- hour after the, 
deed had been committed that Wll- 
llamR returned with Dr. Cllnger. The 
physician examined the man, who .was 
lying in a big pool of blood just In the 
doorway of the room where the fight 
occurred. He pronounced the man, dead 
and said life had been extinct for fully

The sight of the left eye is 
gone, this being indicated by a whitish' 
haze, although the eyeball Is perfectly 
sound. He was dressed in a dark gray 
coat and >vest and dark blue trousers, 
wearing, a light Fedora hat. 


Mrs.- Scott Is. described as tall, dark, 
rather stout.. She was but poorly clad, 
as most of her clothes were found on a 
chair In the room. She had on a black 
skirt and -was without a hat, probably 
wearing, a shawl over her head. 
According to the stoi-y as told by Mrs. 


Collins and others in-the house Scott 
and his wife went Into their room, which 
was at the rear of the house, by means 
of the back entrance. They had scarcely 
got In when they, started to fight and 
Scott raised, his voice to a high pitch 
threatening to kill his wife. At this 
point Walsh and a friend went to the 
rescue of the woman,and.became mixed 
up in the trouble which resulted! fatally 
for WAlsh.

The story of the fight which resulted 


In the death of young Walsh !s graph- 
ically told In the words of Walsh's 
friend', a young man named Williams, 
who went with him to break up the 
fight between Scott and his wife. Wil- 
liams described it to the reporter as 
follows: 


"We heard them scrapping- in there 
and Jim and I jumped up and started 
to separate them. We burst in the door 
and I grabbed'them as they were fight- 
ing on the bed. Jim and I pulled them 
apart .and then he picked up n pair of 
shears and made.a lunge at Jim. She 
ran put as soon as we parted them and 
he follo.we.d as soon as he stabbed Jim. 
Jim staggered to the door and I started 
after ScQtt. He hairt- gone, so T returned 
to find Jim lying in the hallway be- 
tween their room and the kitchen. I 
pulled him into their room and put a 
piece of rag under his neck to kind of 
stop the..blood and then I started for 
the doctor and to get help." 
As soon as he had 
committed1 the 
crime Scott walked Into the other part 
of the house-, where the ladies were hud- 
dled together, frightened nearly out of 
their wits. He seemed to know, what 
he had.ijoTie and coolly remarked! 
"Pon't bother. I'll go up and: give my- 


self up." Then he called his wife to go 
with him and they walked out. Before 
they left Mrs. Collins placed a shawl 
around Mrs. Scott's shoulders. 


After leaving the house Scott and his 


wife were £een to walk west on Huor- 
fano street and It was thought that they 
were gplng to give themselves up. When 
they reached thp corner of Nevada ave- 
nue one.of,the people.who was watching 
them saw, them turn south. 


In a. few minutes afterward the police 
had henrd' of the murder, and Captain 
Fair immediately got details and started 
his full force out to hunt for the man. 
Several day men were summoned, Jn- 
cludlng Chief King, and Sheriff Gilbert 
was called upon..
